scribed London. 


The chiefs who were sent by Mtesa, 
King of Uganda, to England, gave a eu- 
rious 5 of their visit on their re- 
turn to Rubaga. 2 told the king, 
who never would believe that the 
Queen’s dominions were half so large 
as his own, that he had no country at 
all compared with that of the Mzun- 
ga; whereupon the wily old rascal 
told them to be careful not to tell any 
one but himself what they had seen, 
Saabadu told his majesty how they had 
journeyed from nyanja (sea) to nyanja, 
and from country to country, till they 
thought they never would reach their 
destination. When, at last they reach- 
ed the Thames, they saw such a lot of 
ships that it made them think of a for- 
est with the trees growing on the water. 
As they went up the river, the captains 
of the vessels went to the tops of their 
masts and cried: ‘‘The Buganda are 


coming!’’ Whereupon all the big 
ships fled away. Saabudu then de- 
bed London: | 


„The horses in London are so many 
that no one can never count them. 
And the houses, they aregnade of stone. 
Oh! my master; wonderful! wonderful! 
They make two long fences ef stones 
[sides of the streets, ] very long; as far 
as you can see, and the house is inside 
the fence. Itisall one house, but di- 
vided, so that lots of people live im it. 
No one can count how many people 
live in one house [one side of a street 
being continuous, was supposed to be 
one house. ] Oh! London is a very big T 
place! Nothing but houses of stone as 
far as from here to Buhwezi [some 
twenty miles].”’ 

The chiefs saw cannon requiring a 
ton of powder for a charge and sending 
a ball seven miles. They attended a 
reception of the Queen, and saw many 
ladies who all looked alike. They leit 
London, after sume days, for another 
place, going in ‘‘a wooden house [a rail- 
way carriage]. which went itself, with 
us all in is Then they returned to 
London and told the Queen that they 
wanted to go back to Uganda, but she 
said: Not yet; you have not seen my 
animals. So they saw the animals. It 
was a wonderful collection. They spent 
three days seeing the lions and six days 
seeing the birds. At the Agricultural 
Show they saw many thousand pigs, 
and each pig had six children. These 
pigs were the food of the Queen. 

„Oh! my muster, we have not got a 
country at all. The estate of one chief 
in England is as large as all Buganda, 
and Bunyoro, and _ Busogo together.’’ 
(„Say that again, said Mtesa. I 
like to hear a man speak the truth.) 
„We have no country, my master.“ 
(Do you hear that?“ said Mtesa to the 
chiefs. We have no country at all.“) 
In England every man has one wife, 


and every wife has thirty children!“ 


(Omnes. Oh! ‘many, many, many 
children!) They have other women 
in the house, which are not their wives; 
they only do work. The Bazungu who 
come here have no wives; but when 
they go back to England they are made 
great chiefs, and each one gets a wife, 
as a reward for his services!’’ ‘‘The 
Queen’s hoese is all made of looking- 
glasses and gold and silver inside, and 
we sat on chairs made altogether of 
ivory.“ (At this stage Mtesa said, 
„Stop!“ and dismissed the court, tell. 
ing Saabadu he was to tell no one but 
himself what he had seen in England.)

The. Excellenee of Our Trotters. 


From the London Field.} 


The excellence of trotters descended 
from Messenger, the sire to whom almost 
all the the American trotters trace their 

digree, ig sometimes attributed to the 
fact that this famous sire had in him a 
strong cross of Barb, as distinguished 
from Arab blood. The Darley Arabian 
and the Godolphin Arabianwhose blood 
pears in all the best English race-horses 

the last centhry—were, in reality, 
Barbs. and not ef ; they came from 
Barbary and Africa, and not from Arabia 
and Asuia. Barbary is rough, stony, hilly, 
intersected with ravines, and covered, in 
many places, with prickly bushes. The 
districts of Asia in which the purest Arab 
horses are bred, present, on the other 
hand, flat or slightly undulating surfaces, 
with scanty — while, for the 
most part, they are carpeted with thick 
layers of sand. In Africa, the horse, be- 
ing unable to gallop with safety, accus- 
tomed himself to the trot, as being the 
safest and easiest gait. under the circum- 
stances, and the adoption of this action 
fovces him to bend the knee and to de- 
velop the muscles which are thus brought 
into play. In other words, Barb horses 
trot, while the Arabian horses gallop, be- 
cause nature imposes upon each the neces- 
sity of adapting their action to the grouud 
a the midst of which they were scverally

THE RESULTS OF 1HE CONTEST. 


The Canuon-Campbell contest at 
Washington has accomplished some 
good, at least, insomuch as it has devel- 
oped a strong public sentiment through- 
out the country in favor of a prompt 
and thorough investigation of the Mor- 
mon question in allits bearings. While 
it ia more than likely that the commit- 
tee of the House, to whom the contest 
was referred, will decide the matter neg- 
atively, that is, by calling for a new 
election in Utah, still the main object 
of the contest will be secured.

THE NORTH STATE RIOTS. 


The Negroes of Plymouth, N. C., on

NonrolLx, Va., Dee. 30.—At Plymouth, 
N. C., hundreds of armed negroes are 
ewearing destruction to life and property. 
The Mayor telegraphed to Governor Jar- 
vis to-day fora military force. The trou- 
ble grew out of the shooting of a consta- 
ble by two negroes who were resisting ar- 
rest for a breach of the peace on Satur- 
day last, when one man was stabbed and 
some others more or less injured in the 
ensuing affray.

RALEIOn, N. C., Dec. 30.—The Pasqua- 
tonk Rifles, of Elizabeth City, aré ordered 
to Plymouth by a special steamer, and 
have doubtless reached there. The Edge- 
comb Guards have gone from Tarboro. 
The military will be under the command 
of Lieut.-Colonel Colton of the First Reg- 
iment of the State troops. The rioters are 
thought to be from the immense shingle 
swamps of that section.
